B Misdemeanor 


Drove or in actual physical control of a motor vehicle while under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs and/or with AC of .08 or greater and/or 
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Narrative for Officer: Nelson, Travis A. 
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On the above date at 0012 I received a call from state radio of a vehicle that was in the median. The reporting party stated a man was 
in the car and wouldn't come out. I arrived on scene at 0016.1 saw a red Dodge Durango, ND plate JLD550, in the median and a male 
was behind the wheel. I walked down to the driver and he told me he hit a patch of ice and went into the ditch and can't get out. I 
identified the driver as Kurt Angle by his PA issued DL. Kurt told the vehicle was a rental and provided me with the rental contract. 
While talking with Kurt I could smell an odor of an alcoholic beverage coming from him and his eyes were bloodshot and watery. I 
then asked Kurt to come up to my vehicle with me and he complied. 

I had Kurt spit out his chew when he got into my vehicle. I continued to smell the odor of an alcoholic beverage coming from Kurt 
while I talked to him. I asked him how much he had to drink and he said he had one beer before he left Fargo. I asked Kurt to take 
some field sobriety tests for me and he agreed to the tests. I found the following: 

HGN: No contacts worn. 6 of 6 clues. No VGN. 

Fail is 4 or more clues. 

Backwards Count: Asked to count backwards from 81 to 66. 

Briefly stumbled at 70 otherwise test completed properly. 

ABC's: A through Z without singing. Brief stumble at L,M,N,0 
Test completed properly. 

Finger Dexterity: Asked to complete 3 times. Did test 4 times. 

Completed test properly on every pass. 

WAT: Started too soon, 3rd step forward - raises arms/steps off line 
2nd step back - steps off line 
3 of 8 clues. Fail is 2 or more 

OLS: 0-10 seconds put foot down twice and lost balance 
10-20 seconds hopped and put foot down 
20-30 seconds properly completed Failed with 3 of 4 clues 
Kurt told me that he did have knee problems before this test, but he would give it a try. 

SD-5: Implied consent advisory given at 0041. Nothing in mouth 3 minutes prior to test. 

Reading obtained was .087. 

I placed Kurt under arrest at 0047. He was handcuffed in front and remained in the front seat of my patrol car. I asked Kurt if he 
wanted anything out of the vehicle and he said he wanted his suitcase in the back seat. I brought his suitcase back to my vehicle 
and locked and secured his vehicle. Kurt wanted his vehicle towed back to his hotel at the Hilton Garden Inn. I made arrangements 
with Interstate Towing out of Grand Forks to tow it there later that night. I was 10-76 to Grand Forks County Corrections at 0055. On 
the way to corrections I stopped by an ATM because Kurt said he could get money so he could get out that night. We arrived at 
corrections at 0120.1 read Kurt the implied consent advisory again at 0123 and he agreed to take the Intoxilyzer test. The Intoxilyzer 
test was completed according to the approved method. A valid breath sample of .083 was obtained at 0131.1 gave Kurt a copy of the 
Intoxilyzer test and I issued him the report and notice. Kurt told me after the test that he was texting somebody when he drove into 
the ditch. Kurt's phone, bag, suitcase and vehicle rental agreement were given back to him. I then turned Kurt over to the corrections 
staff for booking. Kurt was cited for Actual Physical Control of a motor vehicle and was warned for care required. I was 10-8 from the 
jail at 0147.1 returned to MM 126 and waited for the tow truck to get Kurt's vehicle out of the ditch. The tow truck showed up at 0307 
and arrangements were made to tow it back to the Hilton Garden Inn. The tow truck left and I was 10-8 from the call at 0336. 

The motorist assist, arrest and transport were recorded on my in-car camera.
